further. The conlideration hereof,

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mee occaſion, to beſtow ſome few 
looſe houres, which ſome (I doubr 
not) will thinke, might have beene 
better ſpent, to endeauour to ru» off 
the ruſt, which eaſe hath bred vpon 
the ſwords of youth , and in ſhort 
time, might (if ic haue not alreadie) 
eate off the edge of crue courage: And 
by reading ouer the 4, B, C,of 11mes, 
to a Souldier, to ſweep off thoſe cob- 
webs of careleſnefle, that hang in e- 
uery cornerotour thoughts,and haue 
of late ſo clouded the face of Reſolu- 
tion, that a Martialiſt which ſhould be

of the mcancr, and difrepurte caſt 
thereon by the vulgar ſort,accounted 
profeſſoram onus , not onos, yea a li- 
bertie of looſeneſle : Yenus Strumpets 
being more followed then Pall: 
Trumpets , good diſcipline militarie 
now marching vn-kiſt, becauſe vn- 
kent, ſtanding like the poore mens 
Boxe in Churches, with a particle of 
Scripture, inciting to Charizie, writ- 
ren over head, but nothing but ncg- 
let and contempr, I meate, duitand 

cob- 
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cob-webs within : Pride, and Epicu- 
ri/me , the lees of lazineſle , through 
want of imployment, ſo dulling the 
courage and reſolution of a Souldier, 
that AZimiticand 1nduſtrie, the eſlen- 
tiall parts of a good Hartralit are 
weakened, and well-nigh worne out: 
And thereby all meanes almoſt taken 
away, whereby the knowledge of 
Armes, and principles of militarie 
diſcipline, might be preſerued in me- 
morie, and kept from obliuion. For 
redrefle whereof, I haue, pro poſſe_, 
vnder-taken to recolle& ſuch obſer- 
uations in that kind, asin my yonger 
yeeres, following the warres,] got by 
example ; and lince the diſ-vſe of 
Armes,haue gathered by precept,out 
of ſuch Authors, as haue formerly 
treated of that ſubiet; Bree iter ad 
militians per exempla,longum autem per 
precepta.

in practice: that is, by inſtruion,and yeqaie 
couenient exerciſe, [ hold it for gran- Artifices 
ted, thatto train & muſter Souldiers, '** 
and to inſtruct them with the termes 
of motion , and militarie principles, 
is athing moſt neceſlarie,and in ſome 
fort commanded: For wheras a Soul- 
dier is ſaid, to. bee a PretedFor of his 
Prince, a Defender of liberall Arts, an 
Vp-hoider of the leate of Tuſtice , a 
Reſifler of Forrainers, and a Repreſ- 
ſer of domeſtick Enemies, a Maintay- 
ner of the Libertie, and quiet of his 
Countrie* It is to bee vnderſtood, of 
an expert valiant Souldier: for valoxr 
and diſcretion ina Souldierare inſepa- 
rable adiuns : And without dire- 
(Hon'and obedience, it isnotpoliible 
| D 32 for 
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for any militarie or worthy attempt, 
to be ſucceſlefull : For he is no more 
Miles quaf a Souldier, that receiueth his pay , 1s 
w= - _ inrolled ina companie, and weareth 
* theabillimer of war, without know- 
ledge of diſcipline,and obſeruance of 
order:then Pate is a Saint,though he 
be named 1n our Creede. It behoueth 
therefore euery perſon that intendeth 
to leade the life ofa Souldier, at the 
entring of his name in Bellonaes Regt 
ſter,to put on the firſt habit of a Soul- 
dier, which is obedience : without 
which, whoſoeuer endeuoureth to 
learne the vie-of Armes, labours to 
make his skore the greater, by paying 
the reckoning with chalke : And will 
aſloone ſuck milk from a flint, as true 
merit in martiall courſes: for hee can 
neuer be able ro command wel, which 
hath not firſt laboured to obey: Sum- 
ma enim militia las, in obedientia conſ1- 
f{it. And this obedience,mmreuerentiam 
exhibenao, in mandata ſuſcipiendo, & in 
iudi- 
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iaduium ſubeunio, pierung, ſita eff. 
The Souldier ſhewerh his loue, by v- 
ſing obedience to his Ofhcer; pertor- 
meth his dutie, in doing what h<eis 


commanded by his Othcer, and pro- 


claymeth tis modeſtic, in not expo- 
ſtulating the reaſon, but willingly vn- 
dergoeth the cenſureof his Ofhcer or 
Captayne : For euery chiefe Com- 
mander, as Captayne and his Liefte- 
nant, Enſigne-bearer, Seriants, and 
Corporalls, either haue, or ought to 
haue in themſelues, authoritie reſpe- 
Riucly to command, and procurere- 
uerence, and obedience, from others, 
and experience, and goucrnement to 
diret,and cenſure themſelues, and 0- 
thers : Miles (laith a Father) mands- 
tum ducs non procraſtinat , parat aures 
anditu',pedesitineri,mannusoperi.c> ſe to- 
tum mins colligit , vi mandatum perazat 
imperants: he ſaith not linguam wort:

0be- 
adience hauing preſcribed Szlence : the 
nextleſlon a Souldier 15s to learne, 1s 
to apt himſclfe to manage and pra- 
Riſc ſuch weapons, as by his Ofhcer 
is appointed to him: for howſocucra 
naturall inclination 1s in ſome more 
then others, to vie the Peece rather 
then the Pike,and ſo,&c.

Being thus furnithed,it is requiſite,

der (hal vie in his diretion,or charge.

ment,del ſigned tor the exerciſe of foot 
Souldicrs, reſounding the command 
of the Generall,the which every ſoul- 
dier is obliged to obey, and follow, 
without delay, as well as the voice of 
his Comancer:of the ſeuerall ſounds 
whereof, what Souldier ſfocuer is ig- {| 
norant, 1t1: vnpoſſible hee ſhall per- 
{orine his guticin all points,and ar all 

times : * 
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times: foreither hee muſt doe by the 
example of others , which perhaps at 
all times hee is not bound vnto; or 
elſe expect his Commanders dire&ti- 
on, whole voice cannot extend tothe 
hearing of all, & ſo become culpable 
in his dutte: wherfore,as it is moſt ex- 
pedient , that eucry companie excec- 
ding the number ofa hundred,ſhould 
bee furniſhed with two ſufficient” 
Drummers, ſuch as are able to beate 
perfectly : So is it moſt neceſlary that 
cuery Souldier,at the firſt,and tor the 
firſt principle, {hould apply his eare, 
and (tudie toapprehend,and learneto 
vnderſtand, thoſe ſeuerall ſounds : 
without the knowledge wherof, how 
doth any Souldier know of his owne 
meer motion,when to march,troope, 
charge, or retrait,&c. except only by 
the Drums dire&tion, who is alwayes 
at his Commanderselbow, readie by 
the ſound therof to denounce his wil? 
As theeare by the Drum,ſo the cic 
muſt 


aw 
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muſt bee direted by the Standard or 
Colours : the one deligning of the 
time, the other the place , whitherto 
repaire, and where he is to attend the 
command of his Ofhcer. 

The Exſjzne is an ornament of 
Armes, firſt inuented for direQion, 
and diſtintion. For direction, to the 
Souldier, whither vpon all occaſions 
to draw, and where to abide : for di- 
ftintion to bee knowne from other 
Companics,and other Nations : The 
colours whereof are at the diſcretion 
of the Captayne:cither his owne Co- 
lours, belonging to his houle; ifhe be 
a Gentleman of Coate-Armour, or 
what other his inuention ſhal beſt like _ 
of. But alwayes hauingared Croſle 
therin, being the badge of an Engliſh- 
man: $S*, Georcts Croſſe being pe- 
culiarly appropriated to that Nation:

T he Middie-man is either the f7h, 
or /ixth man , vncertaine which be- 
C 4 fore 
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fore the motion bee commanded : vt 
oftea. 

A perfe& Ranke is a ſtand or row 
of men, placed powldron to powl- 
dron,their faces being direed al one 
way,which by the Romanes was filed 
Ora. 

But when it is the firſt ranke com- 
poled of Leaders of many Files, it 
was by them termed Fros &F Actes,but 
now viuallythe Front Yan orYoward. 

A Battalio is the connexion of ma- 
ny Files together : whereof the firſt 
Ranke is termed the Front: the right 
ſide, the right hand Flanke : the ſefe 
fide, the left hand Flanke : the laſt 
rankein depth , the Reare : the fifth, 
and (ixth Rawkes, Middle-men : and 
all the remainder, Side-men : ſothat 
wherethe faces are dire&ted,one way 
ſtands the Front, the Reare is where 
the backs are turned : the two out- 
moſt Fzles,the right and left Flankes. 

In a Ba1744o likewiſe you muſt 0b- 
ſerue, 
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 ſerne, that from the Leader, to the 


Bringer vp, the whole diſtance be- 
tweene is called the breadth and 
Depth of Ranke and File. 

It is requiſite that in your martch 
and ſtand, you regard your Leader, 
and S:de-men, luch as in Ranke ſhall 
be placed on your right & left hands, 
ſo that alwaies in File and Ranke you 
may bee found in the ſame Diftence, 
wherein you are commanded. 

It is to be obſerued , that by theſe 
wordes (as youwere) it is intended 
to reduce the Souldier to the ſame 
place of #rder,wherin he ſtood before. 

It is likewiſe to bee remembred, 


that when you double your Files to 


any hand, by doubling your Rankes 
to the contrary hand, they arcasthey 
were, and ſo of Rankes, vt ſupra. 

It is further to be remembred,that 
in chargeing with Pikes,only the firſt 
five Ranks doecharge: for the length 
of the longeſt Pike being but eigh- 

| teene 
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teene foot long : the Pikes of the firſt 
Ranke, can but reach ouer the ſhoul- 
ders of the Front ; ſo that if they 
ſhould bee driven to Retreat, all the 
Rankes chargeing : the Subdiuiſton 
(which are the fiue Rankes on the 
Reare) rather hinder, and hurt their 
Leaders, then doe any ſeruice. It is 
therefore conuenient that the ſubdi- 
uilion, hold their Pikes ported, or ad- 
uvanced, forthen they arereadie vpon 
all occalions, to charge without any 


difficultie, or preiudice to their fel- 


lowes: foritis to be vnderſtood, that 
the moſt exquiſite Captains do hold 
in theſe dayes, what Ce/ar in his time 
praiſed , which is to martiall the 
Companies in /quere manuples of 
hayareds, eſpecially Pikes,fo that ne- 
ner or very ſeldome, they hile their 
men but ten in depth. 

If any ſhall queſtion why in this 
A, B,C, I ſet downe poſinres onely 
for two weapons, let him bee pleaſed

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to receive this for ſatisfation, all 
ſhort weapons as Tareateers , Bill- 
men, or Holbardeers, are in theſe 
times mcerely out of vie; and 4rche- 
rieis ſo much controuerted by diffe- 
rent opinions, whether /erniceable or 
not neceſ/arie forvie, andis ſo ſtrong- 
ly, and ſtrangely oppoled, and ſo 
weakely, & waueringly defended ; That 
were it not for thoſe two euer memo- 
rable victories, next vnder God, won 
by them,l meane Creſj and Azincourt: 
It would grow queſtionable, whether 
euerit were in vie amongſt Engliſh- 
men; But leauing that queſtion vnde- 
cided, lonely afthrme, asin all other 
things, ſo in warre there isa viciſh- 
tude of weapons, whereof I may tru- 
ly ay, as one of words : Multa renzſ- 
cuntur ?
